ed in his Infancy , and in his riper Age recrowned in France, ſon and. Heir of King Henry the fifih , called Henry of Monmouth , (that famous 

Conquerour) and of Katherine daughter of Charles the fixth King of France, after he had married Margares daughter of Reyner King of Sici- 

ly and Arragon , Duke of Andegavia, Loraine , Barr, and Calabria, Eatl of Provence, Conomania , and Guyſe : in the nineteenth year of his 
Reign, Anno Domini 1441 , began his Royal Foundation of this Colledge, to the honour of Saint Nicholas in this Univerſity, conſiſting then of one 
Provoſt, and twelve Fellows: in or about the very ſame place, where the Churches of Saint Nicholas, Saint ohn Zachary, Saint Auguſtines Hoſtle , 
and Gods houſe Hoſtle ere&ed for Students of Grammar, in former time had been fituated. But within two years he enlarged his firſt Foundation, and 
called it the Kings Colledge of our bleſſed Lady Mary the Virgin, and Saint Nicholas; which Colledge having ſo Royal a Founder, we acknowledge 
no other for the maintenance thereof. In which at this preſent is ſtanding one of the moſt famous Chappels in the World; conformable whereunto he in- 
tended to have made this his Colledge. But by reaſon of the Civil Wars, between the Houſes of — and Tork, he was in ſhort ſpace after depri- 
ved both of his Kingdom and Life, and fo left it onely begun, and unperfected, for ſome of his Roya Succeſſours to finiſh, And accordingly King Hen- 
{ry the ſeventh finiſhed the outward Fabrick thereof, and being cut off by death, proceeded no farther. But King Henry the eighth ſucceeding him, adorn- 
Ted it with glorious Windows , and beautified it within with Seats, and a rich carved Roodloft , and divers other Ornaments. And that no honour might 
be wanting to ſo Royal a Foundation, the proper Founder thereof gave to the ſaid Colledge this coat of Arms, Pix. in a field Sable, three Roſes 
Argent , * ing (as on the top is pourtrayed) by the conſtancy of the Sable colour, that this his Colledge was found. d for Eternity; and by the Ro-
